In acquiescing to the 
minor officials the United States yields 
I to the wishes of Great Britain and Ger­ 
many. The United States was alone in 
opposition and it was deemed important 
in order to obtain oonresssions in the 
future to acquiesce in this matter. 
It is learned that the foreign minis­ 
ters in Pekin have appointed a commis­ 
sion which is to name th** provincial 
and municipal officials guilty of aiding 
the boxer rebellion who shall be pun­ 
ished with death or a lesser punishment; 
to determine the districts in which tho 
boxers were especially active in w hick 
official examinations shall be suspended, 
and to devise the methods lo be adopted 
to interdict the importation of arms as 
well as materials employed in their 
manufacture, etc. 
Renewed assurances have been given 
to the authorities that Russia has not 
made any arrangements with China re­ 
garding Manchuria and that she does 
not contemplate pushing a policy differ 
eat from thai enunciated in h r nota of 
Aug. 25. 


Some ISemafnl* on Chin*. 
Shanghai, .Tan, 30,—The statement is 
made that Russia, besides the indemni­ 
ty, will demand the sum of 30,000,000 
taels for restoring Manchuria. It is 
also said that Count von Waldersee will 
demand 5,000,000 taels as compensation 
for tho killing of Baron von Ketteler, 
the German minister. 
The court is about to send an official 
to Singapore and other points to appeal 
to the wealthy Chinese for financial as 
distance. Contributions will be suitably 
rewarded.

recognized it was one requiring the a t­ 
tention of the next congress, but he in­ 
troduced this resolution “as a notice” 
and he asked that it lie on the table. 
Mr. Hoar made an ineffectual effort 
to secure consideration of the bill in­ 
creasing the salaries of the judges of 
the United States supreme court and of 
federal coarts throughout the country.
